Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health 
of  your  District  for  the  year  1962,  The  report  incorporates  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Although,  of  course,  statistical  changes  \.;ere  to  be  expected  of  the 
year  under  review,  relative  to  its  predecessor,  those  changes  have  not 
indicated  any  marked  depreciation  in,  or  any  unanticipated  betterment  of, 
the  Public  Health  state  of  your  District,  - ■vrith  the  possible  exception 
of  House  Completion  numerical  fall.  In  my  report  relative  to  1957  - 195B 
I pointed  out  that  progress  in  rehousing,  producing  as  it  does  bettered 
living  uonditions,  mil  automatically  enhance  the  public’ s mil  being  and 
health  state  not  merely  as  to  the  ensuing  tmlve  months  but  progressively 
as  to  future  years  in  relation  to  future  generations. 

As  mil  be  seen  from  the  ten  yearly  House  Completion  figures  quoted  by 
the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  year  1962  reflecting  as  it  did 
only  21  completions,  reflected  the  lowest  figure  since  1953j  - although 
it  is  well  to  realise  that  since  (and  including)  1953,  523  houses  have 

been  completed  by  the  Housing  Authority  as  part  of  its  rehousing  programme. 
In  connection  mth  Plousing  Clearance  Areas  it  may  seem  that  Ministerial 
Policy  is  veering  tovrards  retention  if  at  all  possible,  even  though  that 
retention  may  be  an  isolated  one  in  an  island  of  slum  property.  This  must 
necessarily  restrict  site  usuage. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate,  - the 
population,  at  10,320  shovrs  an  increase  of  40  persons.  Over  the  last  ten 
years  the  population  range  has  been  from  the  I96I  minimum  of  10,289  to 
the  10,370  of  i960,  shomng  no  really  significant  variation  trend  in 
relation  to  influx,  exodus,  or  absolute  Birth  and  Death  occurrences 
reasonably  attributable  to  environmental  factors. 

The  Rateable  Value  of  £105,788  compares  mth  the  earlier  figure  of 
£104,942,  and  the  Penny  Rate  Productivity  of  £410  has  increased  by  £6, 

The  number  of  Rateable  Premises  has  increased  by  90  to  the  current  3,994? 
being  composed  of  3,362  dwelling  houses  (including  Council  Houses)  and 
632  rc.teable  premises. 

The  current  Corrected  Birth  rate  of  20,9  shows  a slight  increase 
from  the  former  19.6  and  compares  mth  the  appropriate  figures  reflected 
respectively  for  Anglesey  and  for  England  and^'i^ales  (as  a whole)  of  19.95 
and  18,0.  As  was  pointed  out  last  year  the  Holyhead  Birth  Rate  since  1958 
has  been  consistently  appreciably  higher  yearly  than  the  Birth  Rates  of 
the  County  and  of  the  Nation,  The  following  table  makes  the  picture  clearer 
of  comparative  understanding,

The  significance  of  these  Holyhead  Rates  in  relation  to  future 
housing  need  was  referred  to  last  year. 


The  Correoted  Death  Rate  for  this  District  for  the  last  three  years 
has  been  13.39;  13,5;  and  the  current  13, B,  these  comparing  with  Anglesey 
i960  - 12,4;  1961  - 12,5^  and  I962  - 12,76,  - the  respective  rates  for 
England  andT-i^ales  have  been  11,5;  12,0,  and  11,9,  A study  of  the  Causes 
of  Death  does  not  appear  to  shov  that  any  poxticular  environmental  factors 
can  be  reasonably  pointed  to  as  the  causation  of  the  Death  Rate  trend, 
nor  as  to  the  reason  for  the  higher  figures  relative  to  the  County  or  the 
Nation  as  a vhole. 

The  Causes  of  Death  from  Coronary  Disease  of  the  Heart,  having 
Increased  fr«m  15  to  the  preceding  year*  s 23  have  increased  yet  further, 
to  27  in  Conformity  idth  the  National  trend  for  this  cause.  The  Malignant 
Disease  group  has  increased  by  but  one  to  account  for  27  deaths,  and, 

•f  these  five  -were  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  reflecting  no  numerical  change. 

No  epidemics  of  Notifiable  Infectious  diseases  xoere  reported  and,  in 
fact,  enly.  a total  of  11  odd  fevers  -were  notified,  - none  of  them  being 
either  of  -vrfiooping  cough  or  diphtheria.  The  public  response  to  immunisation 
measures  coupled  vith  their  availability 'through  the  local  Health  Authority 
vere  referred  to  last  year. 

The  total  number  of  2l6  Birth  occurrences  should  be  compared  with 
the  immunisations  against  diphtheria  of  174;  whooping  cough  129,  and 
tetanus  135,  The  S27  smallpox  vaccinations  and  534  revacci nations  were, 
of  coirrse,  exceptional,  and  should  be  considered  as  largely  public  panic 
measures  relative  to  epidemics  of  this  disease  occur ing  elsewhere. 

The  ten  notifications  cf  tuberculosis  compare  with  the  earlier  six, 
all  being  respiratory  excepting  for  a child  of  nine  years.  Of  these 
respiratory  cases  four  occurred  in  persons  of  aged  35  years  or  under. 
Incidentally,  the  tuberculosis  notifications  (all  forms)  for  the  years 
1958  and  onvTards,  have  been  respectively  30,  21,  19;6,  to  the  current  10, 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support,  and  the  Clerk  and 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  help

ji.pplicants  for  Council  Houses  and  for  transfers  on  the  Housing  Estates  are 
visited  in  their  homes  as  found  necessary  in  order  to  form  an  opinion  of  the  conditions 
at  the  premises  and  some  842  interviews  took  place  in  this  connection.  Each  Council 
House  as  it  becomes  vacant  on  change  of  tenancy  is  inspected  and  9T  inspections  were  made 
for  this  purpose. 

DRAINAG-E  AND  SEWERAG-E 

The  number  of  premises  affected  by  choked  or  defective  drains  or  sewers  was 
185  and^in  52  cases  the  work  ' ndertaken  was  re-chargeable  as  private  work.  This  work 
involve(.  519  visits  in  connection  with  drainage  and  sev;erage  inspection  and  maintenance. 

The  Waterside  Sewerage  Scheme  designed  to  enlarge  the  capacity  of  the 
existing  facilities  and  to  provide  for  the  projected  development  of  Newry  Fields  as 
a Housing  Site  was  started  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  There  are  still  four  houses 
not  connected  to  the  V/est  Holyhead  Joint  Sewerage  Scheme  completed  in  1 9^1  . It  was 
suggested  to  the  Council  in  June,  19^1,  and  again  in  May,  19^52,  that  the  conversion 
of  the  five  pail  closets  into  water  closets  at  the  houses  in  Brighton  Terrace  should  be

Unsound  food  was  examined  at  21  premises  and  34  visits  were  made  for  this 
purpose,  and  4OO  visits  were  made  to . 88  premises  for  observation  purposes,  and  to 
advise  on  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  l933,  and  the 
Food  Hygiene  (G-encral)  Regulations  i960. 


One  provision  store  was  renovated  and  converted  into  a self-service  store 
and  another  was  extensively  altered  and  improved  in  accordance  with  current  thought 
in  the  food  trade.  Some  improvement  v/as  obtained  by  repair  and  cleansing  v/ork  at  four 

premises,  one  having  suffered  fire  damage,  and  hot  water  on  tap  was  provided  at  another 
establishment. 

A consumer  of  canned  chopped  pork  of  Yugoslavian  origin  alleged  that  he 
later  suffered  acute  diarrhoea  and  vcmiting.  This  complaint  was  carefully  investigated, 
the  remaining  ten  tins  in  stock  of  this  particular  brand  were  v^ithdrawn  from  sale  and 
the  unconsumed  remains  of  the  ;^lb  purchased  were  sent  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
examination  and  the  report  stated  : - 

"No  bacteriological  growth,  negligible  arsenic,  antimony,  mercury,  bismuth, 
zinc,  lead;  *and  copper  to  the  extent  of  3.9  parts  per  million  v/hich  is  quite 
normal  for  pork  and  would  not  have  any  ill-effect". 
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Two  complainants  Y/ere  concerned  v/ith  foreign  matter  in  foodstuffs. 

A tin  of  Continental  grovvn  tomatoes  had  a minute  fragment  of  an  insect  in  it 

and  a loaf  of  bread  of  vdiich  only  the  crust  v;as  available  for  inspection  v/as 

seen  to  contain  some  black  particles  which  viere  later  identified  on  laboratory 

examination  as  carbon  heated  to  a high  temperature,  and  it  was 

later  confirmed  by  a colleague  ^ the  Bakery  v/hich  is  outside  Anglesey  that  the 

firm  were  changing  over  to  a new  baking  plant  and  heating  system  v;hich  v/ould 

result  in  a reduction  in  carbon  formation  in  future  but  there  was  a tendency  during 

the  introductory  period  for  particles  of  old  carbon  on  the  baking  tins  to  be  dislodged. 

It  was  not  considered  advisable  to  recoimnend  statutory  action  in  these  cases. 

Ten  premises  were  found  to  be  affected  by  drainage  or  sewerage  trouble  and 
attention  was  given  to  six  mouse  infestations,  eight  rat  infestations  and  one  ant 
infestation. 

ICE  CBMM  CONTROL 

In  the  tables  belov/  details  are  given  of  the  results  of  testing  26'  samples 
of  Ice  Cream  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  during  the  period  May  - December, 
1962.  There  was  one  local  manufacturer  using  the  Hot  Mix  Method.  There  were  fifty 
non-manufacturing  retailers  supplied  by  six  wholesale  manufacturers  operating  on  a 
national  or  regional  basis  who  retailed  wrapped  pre-packed  ice  cream  only.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  reconuends  that  owing  to  the  numerous 
factors  governing  the  hygienic  quality  of  ice  cream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much 
attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  single  sample.  It  is  suggested  that 
50^  of  a vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  G-rade  i,  80^  into  G-rade  1 or  2,  and  not 
more  than  20^  into  G-rade  3,  and  none  into  G-rade  4« 

Two  premises  were  registered  for  the  retail  sale  of  v/rapped  pre-packed  ice 
cream  under  the  provisions  of  Section  i6.  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955* 


Itinerant  Retailers 


Three  itinerant  retailers  operating  from  premises  outside  the  County  were 
observed  within  the  district  from  time  to  time  mostly  in  the  evenings  during  the 
Sununer  season.  It  was  only  possible  to  obtain  nine  samples  and  of  these  seven  were 
classed  in  G-rade  ^ and  two  in  G-rade  2.  Three  samples  of  S :f t ice  cream  were  also 
obtained  from  one  vendor  "and  were  classed  in  G-rade  i . It  is  extremely  difficult  to 
control  this  type  of  retailer  due  to  his  mobility. 


MILK  CONTROL 

During  the  period  May  - December,  1961,  seventy-seven  samples  of  Tuberculin 
Tested  Milk  were  obtained  from  six  producer/retailers.  All  the  samples  obtained  from 
three  of  the  producer/retailers  v;ere- -satisfactory  and  of  the  three  remaining  i out  of 
3 out  of  14  and  8 out  of  14  samples  failed  to  satisfy  the  prescribed  test  under 
The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  i960.  In  each  case  of  failure  the  producer/ 
retailer  is  notified  as  also "is  the  Divisional  Milk  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  with  whom  a special  intorviev;  was  arranged  to  discuss 
the  problem  of  the  producer/retailer  who  had  over  half  of  the  samples  classed  as 
unsatisfactory. 
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_ . . e designated  raw  milk  retailed  in  the  town  was  also  subnitted  three  times  t 

o e lological  test  for  tubercle  bacilli  and  brucella  infection  and  of  the  seventeen 
samples  obtained  one  was  reported  upon  as  being  infected  v;ith  brucella  abortus  and  the 
prescribed  precautions  applicable  in  such  cases  were  put  in  force.
